In "Harper's Magazine" for Octo- 
ber is an article devotud to Minnesota, 
which will well pay peniHnl. Twenty- 
live yoarH ago the entire white popu- 
lation of Minnesota did not nunibor 
five thousand. Now it exceeds six 
huadred thousand. That is not a nuich 
greater advance than tJulifornia has 
made; but the wliolo world rushed to 
California for gold, while tlio.so who 
mijgratod to Minnesota wont to make 
homes, content with small returns for 
toil, and Batisfied that if each year 
their income was a little more that 
their expenses, surely by the time old 
ag« came they would have a compe- 
tency for themselves and their child- 
ren. Th? result in the two States shows 
no^itothe advantage ef Minnesota. 
There are uo men there who count 
their wealth by tens of millions, bu- 
there are lovely and jirosjiorous homos 
over hundreds of scjuare miles which 
only a quarter of a coutury ago had 
never been pressed by the foot of mor- 
tals 8aj|e tierce Dakota savages, who 
were.biit little better than the wild 
beasts against which they and their 
fathers had made war for centuries. 
The change is marvelous. St. Paul, 
the Capital of Minnesota, is now the 
third city in commercial importance in 
the Mississippi Valley. Of course, 
such a transition could only have been 
wrought through the multiplied forces 
of steam. Kailroads wore driven into 
the wilderness, the savages lied before 
them, and in their wake fathers, mo- 
thers and children followed. Thoy had 
but little capital as a rule, save strong 
arms and habits of thrift and jjrud- 
ence; but beneath their toil barbarism 
vanished, and a new State, tremend- 
ous in proportions and boundless in 
future possibilities, has appeared like 
a star in the now Northwest. There 
were no mines to tempt the people to 
try in a year to make a fortune; but 
there wore broad leagues of fertile soil 
and great forests of glorious pines and 
boun^l^ss water power. These they 
at ^ace||c6mai6hced to utilize, and 
from^he^rst isegan to draw tribute 
from the neighboring States. The 
greatest flour mill in the world is at 
Minneapolis; the lumber made, also, 
is measured by hundreds of millions 
of feet annually, and manufactories of 
a buKdred other kinds abound This 
is in a State where the thermometer 
every year marks an intensity of cold 
which we here know nothing ofjwhoro 
animals have to bo sheltered in warm- 
er buildings than the majoi-ity of men 
aod women live in here, and where 
for five months in the year it is so cold 
that it is often dangerous to attempt 
to visit a neighbor. There can bo but 
few idlers in Minnesota, and having 
no dream of acquiring wealth swiftly 
the business of men's lives is every 
day to make the best use possible of 
their time and of the means within 
tbeii^^^ch. The career of Minnepota 
shows that there are bonanzas outside 
of silver mines; that in our hurry aud 
impatience we yearly stumble over 
what more j^rudent jjooplo would 
galiher up and make for- 
tunes out of. California has been 
SBt'bled for as long a time as Minneso- 
ta has been making her greatness, and 
yet not a water power in the Golden 
State has been forced to turn the 
wheel of a factory, and tho bulk of 
California's raw products goes to other 
markets for sale. We ought to learn 
a lesson from Minnesota and from his- 
tory^that the greatest manufacturing 
nations of the world are tho richest; 
and ill the greatest gold and silver 
producing regions tho people, as a 
whole, are the poorest. 

Spiiuck Vv. — Wo pick up this good 
advice: If you got u moment to spare, 
spruce up; put tho gate on its liingos; 
put a little paint on tho jjickot fence 
you built last year; trim up the yard ; 
r&JiWit'bosy and inviting. Do not 
say you can find no time to attend to 
these things. Tho fact is, you have no 
right.to bo Hlovonly. It can do you 
no good, but, on tiio contrai'y, it will 
mar your peace, wound your siilf-rc- 
spoct and impair your cuedit. Then, 
by all means, spruce up a little, at 
odd times, and at ovon times too, for 
that jnatter. It will make you feel 
vastly botter,_,.andmayl)o a trifle proud 
of your pretty hoinostoad. Your wife 
and children will bo happier for it; 
your peighbora will be enriched, 
beautified and blessed by it. And 
ydur farm will be worth more niouoy 
in th^ market and of greater value to 
jjrij'u ftt hpmp if yoi; sprucp up a little 
now «nd then. 



Iioudon HotelS' 

[CorropoudoDCu uf tUa Boston Qlabo.J 

Perhaps in no eity in Europe is hotel 
living 80 expensive as ia London, not ox- 
copting Cairo in the East. During tho 
past eight years I have had an oxcGllont 
opportunity of judging, uiul now yield 
tho palm to Loudon for oxurbitant 
charges and tho least oomfort. I speak 
of lirst and some second olaas hotels 
which claim to rank as first. I do not at 
nil refer to the Langham Botel, -wbioh is 
kept on the American plan, and where 
tho charges are Bo gold por day. Tho 
following mo exact estiinaUis of priot'.s 
generally charged at hoteUi wiiicli claim 
tirBt<5laHH jirestige. Tho Uliaring, for in- 
stance, one siuglo room, (([into Huiidl), is 
S2 gold, minus attendance, which is 
charged one sixpenoa each person; light, 
one shilling; if more than a small oandlo, 
one shilling and sixpoiico, eipiid to ISO 
cents of our money. Plain breakfast, 
consisting of tea, coltoo, broad anil but- 
ter, is fifty (ionts; if l)rou;^lit to thu room 
it is 25 cents moro. Breakfast, with simple 
steak, is 75 cents; lunch, with cold meat, 
minus tea or oo£fee, is 5U cents; dinner 
varies, the lowest being SI 50. Winos, 
with tho exception of sherry, are as dear, 
anil some doaror, than in New York. This 
Bumuiod up lUrtkes tho charges about sjiij 
per day gold. 

The bviiakfast at 75 ciMits only includes 
plain steak, no vegotablea of any kind 
without an extra oharge. If you have a 
parlor you must pay 50 cents a day ser- 
vice. This, of oourao, does not iuclndo 
your molds served; each meal brought to 
"the parlor ia two shillings oxtra. There 
are no lady ontran(!es, and no parlor, ex- 
cept a largo reading room. So ttiat to 
be as comfortable as you would ho in a 
French, Gorman or AmerioaQ hotel, you 
must expect to spend 810 a day. There 
is no gas in any room on theseoond floor, 
not even in tlio so-called parlors. Uf 
course tho price of rooms on the thinl 
and fourth tloors ia generally from to 
per day. If one requires a shoot of 
paper or au envelope he is exijocted to 
pay ten conts each and w-hen read}' to 
depart, notwithstanding the service paid 
in your bill, a train of waiters, chnmbor- 
maiils aud porters eagerly rush forth to 
bid you "good bye," "safe journoy,"ote., 
which means a gratuity. 

There aro a great many excollent board- 
ing-houses in London where Americans 
go, and the prices are rocisonable, being 
from to tf3 per day, including all. 
There is no doubt that a first-class hotel 
on tho American plan would meet the ap- 
proval of many Americans who havo had 
a taste of English hotel life. Most tra- 
vellers, however, whoso stay is unlimit- 
ed, generally take apartments, aud find 
it pleasant and inexpensive. 

H.vvii You E.siiiiiEs? — Go straight on 
and do not mind them. If they get 
in 3'(inr way walk around them regard- 
less of their spite. A man who has no 
enemies is seldom good for anything. 
Ho is made of that kind of material 
that is so easily worked that everyone 
has a hand in it. A sterling character 
is one who thinks for himself, .atid 
speaks what he thinks, and he is al- 
ways sure to make enemies. They are 
as necessary to him as fresh air; fhcy 
keeji him alive and acti\e. .\ cele- 
brated character who was suriounded 
b\- enemies used to remark, "Thoy aro 
sjiiirks, which, if you do not blow, 
will go out themselves." "Live down 
prejudice, " was tlio Iron Duke's mot- 
to. Let this be "yonr feeling while 
endeavoring to live down tho scandal 
of those who aro bitter against you. If 
you stop to dispute you do as they 
desire, and open the door to more 
abuse. Let the poor fellows talk; 
there will be a reaction if yon per- 
form but your duty, and hundreds 
will) wore once alienated from you 
will flock back to you ond ackowledge 
their orro r.

"Kicked, Sir {" 

"Cariboo teturris three supporters 
of the Government." This the bur- 
then of the organ's song which, par- 
rot-liko, it diurnally dins into every 
accessible oar since the election. It 
matters not what its opinion of two of 
the "aupportors" might have been be- 
fore the poll. Mr. Davio may have 
been a "bird of passage," "without 
ability," and "nofriondof Walkem'a." 
Cupt. EvauB may have boon "too in- 
dopondent" to be moulded into a 
Government shape. He may have 
been considered "unsafe," "unrelia- 
ble," and "likely to work withtheOp- 
I^osition." Neither was elected then. 
Two months ago it was supposed a 
single word from Mr. Walkem \yus 
alouo necessary to defeat or elect a 
man at Cariboo. No matter the me- 
dium or channel through which that 
"word came, Messrs. Davie and Evans 
were doomed to private life if but the 
word was uttered. The Attorney- 
General raised bis voice and the order 
went forth to oppose the "bird of pas- 
sage" and the "too independent man." 
None but tools need apply for Govern- 
ment support. The most convenient 
sewer was selected for the foul eman- 
ation, and the "Sentinel's" hebdoma- 
dal discharge burst on the surprised 
community of Cariboo. Men who had 
been aconstomed to consider thena- 
selves free took up their local paper 
one day to find that the right to exer- 
cise the ballot according to their cou- 
scicucos and judgment was questiou- 
ed. They were uot, henceforth, to be 
allowed to think for themselves. They 
were to be spared that trouble. The 
"Sentinel" was to bo the mouthpiece 
and the Attorney-General the high 
priest who worked the oracle and pull- 
ed the string. How pleasant! How 
agreeable! How convenient! To have 
the Attorney-General as the dictator 
and such a i^ajier as the "Sentinel" — 
which is appreciated whore it is uot 
read and beloved where it is never 
B3en— to publish the edicts through. 
What a world of trouble the electors 
would be spared. No more late nights, 
no more sore heads, no more "shouts 
for the house r Eureka! It was the 
form of Govern'meat the At- 
torney General had been try- 
ing to make the fellows in the 
lower country accept; only they were so 
dull and,.^s(9pid and oldfasbioned that 
they. Jf^nldn't consent to allow bim to 
,,tb|^tfo' them. It was the proud mis- 
sios-of the Oaribooites to inangnrate a 
new order of things and set all Columbia 
a bright example. Cariboo was nearer 
heaven by 4500 feet than Victoria. Why 
might sho not, like tho light set on a liill, 
Lecome a new planet in tlie political fir- 
mament and shine for all the rest of the 
Province? Why not, indeed! Such were 
some of the arguments used by the G-ov- 
ernmeat pap-eaters as they circulated 
among the people and discussed the new 
political creed. For a few hours every- 
thing seemed "lovely" for the Gov- 
ernment. The offer to make Oari- 
boO" a twinkling star that should 
set the time for all the other etnra to 
twinkle by was very tempting, and for a 
■whil(3 it seemed as though the glittering 
bauble would be accepted. But there 
are a number of miners at Cariboo 
who understand the working of Consti- 
tutional Government bettor than the At- 
torney General, who had always opposed 
it. They have lived in countries where it 
wag enjoyed in its fullness, and they did 
not want a dictator. They knew that 
there was one glory of the moon and an- 
other glory of the sun. and another glory 
of the Attorney-General; but they knew 
also there was' another glory of the Peo- 
ple, and they could not see how the lat- 
ter could part with their chief glory 
without being outshone by the Attorney 
General. "For," reasoned they, "if wo 
allow Mr. Walkem to nominuto our can 
didates, we may as well lot him oloot 
tlioii). If wu give him tlie i)ower and 
privilege of fiaj'iug who wo .shall vote for, 
should wo not allow him to do tho vot- 
ing ? And if wo surrender that, why 
Walkem becomes Cariboo and Cariboo 
Walkem. Besides, onr native modesty 
is excessive, and we don't want to be- 
come a now planet and to set all tho rest 
of tho Province wondering what wo 
are up abovo tho world so far."

Walkom, who was in Victoria District 
doing his "level best" to return tho 
Opposition uuadidatoB, was sent for in a 
hurr^ to come up as his own seat was 
threatened, "for," said bia telegramist, 
''atapidity is catching; and the foolish 
fellows here are just as stupid as the 
Victorians, and won't bo dictated to at 
all." So the Attorney Gonoral 
wont to Cariboo post haste; only 
didn't have a "ooaoh and four and gold 
ffa]ore"to whirl over the roads in as lie did 
before. He went ap<in the mail ooaoh and 
landed on the creek a' thoroughly orost- 
fallea and humbled individual, glad to 
Accept the assistance of the friends of the / 



two gentlemen he had instructed his sower 
to overwhelm to place him at the head 
of tho poll. Yes, Cariboo has sent the 

men to Parliament that the Attorney Gon- 
oral least wished to see there. They are 
"too indopendent" for bim; but ho 
has had to take thom for bet- 
tor or worse; tho cool nssumjition 
with wliieh ho now claims them aa Gov- 
ernment supporters is amazing. It was 
not undor pressure of tho electors of 
Cariboo but by the aid of the election of 
Cariboo that he eleoted these men! 
"Kicked, Sir? God bLesB you, I was only 
hoisted on my journey from behind. I 
went along all tho quicker." Aa has 
been said of a much greater and better 
man, "there is not much left of Walkem 
except his cheek."
